Fire Insurance 
on Cigars? 


Once upon a time a man tried 
to collect fire insurance on a box 
of cigars, Having smoked them 
all, one at a time, he argued that 
they had been “destroyed by fire” 
and were therefore covered by his 
policy 

But the court pointed to a rule 
which is followed almost every- 
where in the field of fire insur- 
ance: that damage done by a 
“friendly” fire is not covered, A 
friendly fire is one chat is burning 
where it belongs--in an oven, in 
u fireplace, or at the tip of a cigar 

“In common parlance,” a court 
explained, “one has not ‘had a 
fire’ so long as it has burned only 
in the place where it was intended 
to burn.” 


This rule has generally been ap- 
plied not only to things burned on 
purpose, like the cigars, but also 
to things burned by mistake. 

Consider two examples 

1) a housekeeper threw an en- 
velope into the family furnace, 
unaware that it contained a valu- 
able ring: 

2) a man unwittingly tossed 
his wife’s dentures, wrapped in 
tissue paper, into a trash fire. 

Both the rirg and the dentures 
were rained in the flames, and 
claims for fire insurance were 
filed in both cases. But both 
claims were later denied in court, 
since the furnace fire and the 
trash fire were friéndly—burning 
Where they belonged. 

Of course, a fire may change 
its character from friendly to un- 
friendly. 

Suppose that some red hot cin- 
ders jump out of a crackling fire- 
place and set fire to nearby drap- 
eries, For this kind of damage, 
you could indeed collect compen- 
sation under the ordinary fire in- 
surance policy. 

For, as one court pointed out, 
most of the fires that eventually 
do cause damage are fires that 
wet. friendly when they began.

the Cotlee County Commis- 
sioners met Monday for the first

They toldthe commis- 
sioners that all the landowners 
on the road would give right-of- 
way to get the road widened if 
necessary to clean up the dit- 
ches so the roadway could be 
used for the purpose it was or- 
iginally designed. Mr. Roscoe 
Bass said “We would like to have 
a paved road, but would apprec- 
iate ditches being cleaned upso 
we can use the road.” He said 
that 28 families, three school 
buses use the road daily and at 
times it was impassable.

OPPORTUNITIES 

This week Extension Farm 
Agent J. R. Speed and I made a 
pretty good tour of Coffee Coun- 
ty. We are amazed at the thou- 
sands and thousands of acres of 
land that are just simply lying 
idle, are not in any of the gov- 
ernment programs, and are not 
producing any revenue. Withthe 
big demand for red meat, surely 
many of these acres could be 
prepared and planted to pasture 
which would produce beef cattle. 

We anticipate a continuing 
demand for beef, pork, broilers. 
and in fact all types of meat. 
We have the land and the know- 
how to grow all types of live- 
stock. I hope that we can have 
an expansion 
4-H ART 

Extension agents Dan Pres- 
ley and Sandra Coffey have just 
reminded me of the 4-H Club 
Poster Art Program. This 
program gives young people a 
chance to express themselves 
in the form of art. Four-H 
used to be just for rural boys 
and girls, but it is catching 
on like wildfire in the towns. 

Next month the 4-H Club 
members in Coffee County will 
turn in their posters to their 
homeroom teachers.

COASTAL BERMUDA 
DISEASES 

We recommend that Coastal 
Bermuda grass pastures and 
fields be burned. During the 
past several years a lot of 
Coastal Bermuda fields in Cof- 
fee County have been affected 
by a fungus disease which cau- 
ses leafspot and crown rot. 
Burning should be done while 
the grass is dry but when the 
ground is moist Burn. with 
the wind so that the blaze will 
move fairly. rapidly. It is 
best here in Coffee County to 
burn two or three weeks before 
grass would normally greenup. 
Be sure to burn along all fence 
rows and banks to help prevent 
reinfestation. We recommend 
that fields be burned every year. 
If this can’t be done, it should 
be done every other year. 

Speaking of Coastal Ber- 
muda, Eugene Farris of Elba 
does custom planting of Coastal 
Bermuda grass. We probably 
have others, but I believe he is 
still in the business. Inciden- 
tally, before a fire is started,

On the calender this week 
of many churches is a special 
time for prayer, It is often 
called Week of Prayer for Chr 
istian Unity.

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Voluntary Wage And Price Controls 


Require Restraint By All Sectors 


President Nixons decision 
to end mandatory government 
controls over prices and wages, 
replacing them with a volun 
tary system, poses great prob 
lems and great dangers 

Although I am ordinarily a 
strong advocate ofanuncontrol- 
led economy in which prices and 
wages maintain a workable bal 
ance as they operate in free and 
open markets, in August 1971, 
when the system got out of kil 
ter, I gave my support to the 
President when he imposed wage 
and price controls. I believe 
that during the past 17 months 
these controls have done a good 
job of contributing to economic 
recovery and to holding down 
the rate of inflation 

My concern today over re- 
moval of the mandatory controls 
and replacing them witha volun 
tary system is that now, just 
when recovery is under way, just 
when the economy is expanding, 
just as jobs are becoming more 
plentiful and the unemployment 
rate is starting to dip, and just 
when business profits are going 
up, this is not the time to rock 
the boat. Fortunately, however, 
the President has warned that he 
wants to retain stand-by autho- 
rity to step in should anyone vio- 
late the voluntary rules, 

There are several recent ac- 
tions which offer some hope that 


the voluntary controls will work 
One of the most important is the 
recognition that excessive gov- 
ernment spending bears so much 
of the responsibility for feeding 
the fires ofinflation, Time after 
time, in speeches on the floor of 
the United States Senate, inSen 
ate Committees and in private 
conversations, I have main 
tained and emphasized my belief 
that the basic cause of massive 
budget deficit. has been the ef- 
fort to solve social and economic 
problems by speeding upthe sp 
ending of large amounts of tax 
dollars. This effort has resulted 
int an uncontrolled proliferation 
of programs stacked one on top 
of the other, While failing to 
solve the basic problems, the 
free spenders have put our eco 
nowy in an untenable position 
that resulted in the need for 
Mandatory controls on wages 
and prices 

Mr. Nixon has agreed that 
inflation cannot be kept in check 
and the economy in balance 
unless government spending is 
controlled. He proposes to do 
just that by maintaining the pre- 
sent spending ceiling of $250 
billion and proposing a budget 
for the next fiscal year which 
would not exceed the revenues 
provided by the existing fax sys 
tem if the Nation has a tull em- 
ployment economy. I believe 


Senator Sparkman Answers

REAR SENATOR SPARKMAN:

SPARKMAN: Under existing 
law, veterans released from 
active duty after January 31, 
1955, have eligibility for eight 
years after release or until May 
31,1974 , whichever is later. In 
the last Congress, legislation 
was introduced to increase from 
36 to 48 months the maximum 
period of educational assist- 
ance to which an eligible vet- 
eran may become entitled, and 
to extend from eight to fifteen 
years within which an eligible 
veteran must complete his pro- 
gram of education. Congress 
did not get a chance to act on 
the measure, but I understand 
that it will be reintroduced dur- 
ing this session. I shall rem- 
ember your comments as we 
consider this important mea- 


sure in the Senate. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I just want you to know that I 
feel that the death penalty should 
be retained for certain crimes. 
How do you stand on this ques- 
tion? F. C., Ressellville 
SPARKMAN: | share your con- 
cern about the Supreme Court 
decision which declared the 
death penalty unconstitutional. 
I feel that the death penalty 
should be retained as an ef- 
fective deterrent against vic- 
ious crimes such as airline 
highjacking and murder. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I wish to express my concern 
over the increasing interfer- 
ence of the Nixon Administra- 
tion in the rights of the press. 
We call on you to do what you 
can to prevent this additional 
attack on our Constitution. I 
believe that the proper role 
of the press is that of watch- 
dog over the President and 
Congress, and it should remain 
that way.
